will do like wise. A cough, a laugh, a 
stumble while at play, and the pin 
la swallowed. The mouth is the child's 
laboratory. By placing things there 
the youngster determines if they are

cold, edible or 
inedible. 
Whatever 


comes within a small child's reach is 
likely to go into his mouth for inves- 
tigation, and then the accident hap- 
pens."

worked out a finely adjusted system 
of checks and balances, so that, while 
each of the three great departments 
of government—the legislative, the ex- 
•cutivo and the judicial—should 
bo 


supremo in its own sphere, restraints 
would bo present, • in onder that 
no 


single department 
could abuse 
its 


powers without automatically bring- 
Ins into operation forces which would 
jffectually prevent it from overstep- 
)ins its proper bounds. 


Thoro were also included in the 


Constitution well-balanced restraints 
upon tho states and upon the United 
States. 


Each house of Congress serves as 
restraint upon the other because 


an act of Congress must be passed in 
>oth houses before it becomes cffec- 
ive. 


VETO POWER 


One of tho noteworthy provisions 


n the matter of legislative restraints 
s as follows: 


Every order, resolution, or vote to 


vhich the concurrence of the Senate 
mil House of Representatives 
may 


necessary (except on a question of 


idjournment) shall be presented to 
he United States and before the same 
shal take effect shall be approved by 
lim, or being disapproved 
by him, 


5ha.ll be repasscd by two-thirds of the 
cnate and House of Representatives, 
iccordinjr to the rules and limitations 
Described in the case of a bjJl. 


This is popularly called the presi- 


lent's veto power. 


Congress is further restrained by 


the power of the judiciary to review 
egislation and pass upon the consti- 
tutionality of the laws enacted. 


The power of the judiciary is res- 


trained by the following provision: 


Tho judges, both of the 
supreme 


snd inferior courts, shall hold their 
offices during good behavior. 


Tho president is restrained in mak- 


nsr treaties and appointments as fol- 
ows: 


He shall have power, by and with 
he advice and consent of the Senate, 
d make treaties, provided two-thirds 
of tho senators present concur; and 
:e shall nominate and by and with 
lie advice and consent of the Senate 
shall appoint ambassadors, other pub- 
ic ministers and consuls, judges of 
he supreme court, and all other offi- 
cers of the. United States whose ap- 
pointments are not hc-cin otherwise 
provided for, and which shall be cstab-

STATE RESTRAINTS 


Illustrative of a number of the re- 


straints upon the United States arc 
the following: 


No bill of attainder or ex post facto 


law shall bo passed. 


No title of nobility shall be granted 


by the United States. 


No tax or duty shall be laid on arti- 


cles exported from any state. 


No preference shall bo given by 


any regulation of commerce or reven- 
ue to the ports of one state over those 
of another. 


Somo of the restraints upon 
the 


states are as follows: 


No state shall enter into any treaty 


alliance or confederation, grant let- 
ters or marque and reprisal, 
coin 


money, emit bills of crodit, make any- 
thing but gold and silver coin a ten- 
der in payment of debts, pass any bill 
of attainder, ex post facto law, or 
law imparing tho obligation of con- 
tracts. 


The states were further restrained 


in tho selection of 
representatives, 


senators and president 
by 
specified 


qualifications as to age and residence. 


The balancing restraints are among 


tho finest and most delicate parts of 
the Constitution and one of the very 
unusual features of it. 


Probably more than we realize they 


provide a reason why the Constitu- 
tion has functioned so successfully.

NATIONAL DEBT 


With the exception of Poland and 


Switzerland, the United States has the 
lowest ratio of per capita debt to per cap- 
ita wealth. Poland has the smallest per 
capita national debt. $12.30. the United 
Kingdom the largest. $831.40. Poland has 
the lowest ratio of per capita debt to per 
capita wealth 2.94. Germany 
has 
the 


highest ratio of per capita debt to per 
capita wealth, 56.11. 
These figures are 


for 1926 and do not include Russia, for 
which complete statistics were not ob- 
tainable. 
Otherwise they cover Euro- 


pean countries and the United States. 


The treasury surplus of $635.000.000 


creates a discussion as to its disposal and 
as to the means of preventing so large a 
surplus next year. Some argue reduction 
of debt, many argue reduction of taxes. 
There are extreme views in both cases. 
Somewhere in between there is a middle 
path in which there is balance and pru- 
dence. It is shown that our position as to 
national debt is favorable, in fact that our 
ratio of per capita debt to per capita 
wealth is so low that only two other coun- 
tries in all Europe surpass us in this re- 
spect. Beyond a. doubt a reduction in 
taxes would have a stimulating effect. 


But the business of running this coun- 


try is large and needs a large ready ac- 
count sufficient for all emergencies. Also, 
the business grows steadily larger each 
year and a curtailment of income this 
year may only mean the setting up of ma- 
chinery to increase it next year. And if. 
we should enter a period of prosperity, the 
normal income of the country would be 
automatically reduced, and this reduction 
should not be accentuated by either over- 
zealousness in the matter of paying off 
our debts or reducing our taxes. 


We should not be stampeded into un- 


wise action by the 
discovery that the 


treasury shows a healthy surplus. There 
should be tax reduction, but it should be 
reasonable. 


\ 
NATIVE STOCK STRONG 


While the foreign stock in the United 


States unquestionably shows an increase, 
it is not a matter for serious concern. The 
old colonial stock has by no means been 
overwhelmed by the foreign element. It 
is true that the population of a hundred 
years hence will be ethnically very dif- 
ferent from that which .witnessed 
the 


founding of the republic, yet 
the older 


stock appears to have withstood remark- 
ably well the initial shock of the foreign 
invasion, to be still the dominant racial 
element and on the way to accomplish- 
ing gradual apsorption of the various im- 
migrant breeds. 


Whether the native American type can 


continue indefinitely to hold its own if a 
reversal of condition should bring about 
for another two or three decades an im- 
migrant wave comparable in volume to 
that which ended in 1914 is. however, an- 
other matter. 


One factor which tends to mitigate the 


disturbing influence of immigration upon 
the ethnic composition of the American 
population is the fact that a large propor- 
tion of the foreign born population has 
come from the same countries as did the 
original American stock. Moreover, these 
breeds have persisted with remarkable 
strength right down to the present, not 
bulking as large proportionately as in 
the earlier decades of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, yet remaining sufficiently heavy to 
constitute a significant and steady rein- 
forcement of the country's original eth- 
nic stock. 


A study of the death rates of the native 


nnij foreign born elements suggests that j 
the latter possess a lower vitafily than the 
former, so that the real increase is reduc- 
ed in a consideration of a long poiod 
jnuch bclov.- the apparent increase arrived 
at through a study of births only. It must 
also be considered that there arc certain 
areas where Jnussion of foreign 
Mood 


have been almost negligible, where tnc 
old American iU-ck continues to breed 
practically pure.

EVERYKODY SHOULD KNOW HIS FOOD 


Having: prepared himself for the study of health 


by 
acquiring: an elementary knowledge of physl 


olojry. tho person of ordinary Intelligence 
should 


next something about his food .Ho should know the 
types, amounts and proportions of the various foot! 
elements essential to the proper nurture of the 
body. 


Most laymen know too many things which ain't 


so about food. Not only popular fallacies or myths 
but all sorts of proprietary food fakers and q^uack 
"food specialists" or "diet experts" manage to keep 
the laity pretty thoroughly misinformed about this 
subject, ^nd even the literature relating to food is 
preponderantly of the freak or fad class, such grains 
of truth as may reach the lay reader in this way 
being- so thoroughly packed with hokum that the 
poor layman can scarcely separate the goods from 
the packing. 


Formerly it was customary to think of three types 


of food or three classes of food material, namely. 
proteid 
(nitrogenous matter, such as lean meat. 


white of egg. cheese or curd, gluten), carbohydrate 
(starches and susjars), and fat. Xowaduys it is the 
rule to consider as of essential importance also 
three additional types of food or food materials. 
namely, mineral matter or mineral salts, fibrous 
matter or cellulose (roughage, bulk), and vitamins. 
Carbohydrate material is the most necessary food 
for man. the kind of food on which man can sur- 
vive longest, the kind of food man must have in 
the largest quantity, and the kind of food man can 
most readily utilize for energy. A •well balanced 
ration for an average adult person must provide 
wo ounces of proteid material, three ounces of 
fat. and 14 to 16 ounces of carbohydrate in 24 hours. 


The proteid. fat and carbohydrate materials are 


burned, oxidized in the body, and by their combus- 
tion as fuel they furnish the heat and energy re- 
quired to run the organs and do the muscular work 
of Ihe body. 


The mineral matter, cellulose or woody fiber and 


he vitamins, though necessary for health, are not 
oxidized or burned and do not yield energy. These 
ood materials rather give the body something to 
aid its functions, as the Ignition spark or the lub- 
•icant aids the working1 of an automobile. 


The fuel materials of food vary in their heat or 


:nergy value. This value is measured in units call- 
id calories. A calory is the amount of heat it takes 
o raise the temperature of a gram of water 1 de- 
gree Centigrade, or something like that . A gram 
s about one third teaspoonful, and 1 degree Centi- 
grade is equivalent to 1.8 degrees Fahrenheit. So a 
alory or calorie is quite a hot little unit. Now one 
gram of proteid will yield just four calories, and 


>ne gram of carbohydrate (sugar or starch) will 
•ield just four calories, but one gram of fat will 
•ield 9.4 calories. An ounce is roughly 30 grams, 
o the well balanced ration for a 150 pound stenog- 
rapher figures out like (this :

This means the nutriment digested, not the quan- 
ity of food eaten. Do not forget to include some 
itamins. a reasonable amount of indigestible ceilu- 
ose and such mineral matter as there may be in 
he natural foods. This constitutes a. well balanced 
ration and it .has the nutritive value required for 
good health and iveight maintenance in the case of

The wordsmiths can do literature-a 
ervice by inventing a name for a 
ype of book that is attaining almost 
s great a vogue as fiction but that is 
lot as conveniently named. "When we 
peak of a work of fiction everybody 
nstantly knows the general typo of 
iterature referred to. But the new 
ype of book has no name. 


I can best make clear what kind 


if book I mean by cling a few ex- 
mples: "Creative Chemistry," "The 


Story of Philosophy," "Why We Be- 
iave Like Human 
Beings." "The 


Story of Mankind." "The Mind in the 
Making." "Microbe Hunters." 
The 


ist could be greatly extended. These 
books can' be .roughly described as 
ooks of humanized _ knowledge. They 


are not fiction on the one hand and 
hey are not science on the other, 
at least not formal science. Xor in 
he fields of history or biography or 
music or anything else of that kind 


re they formal history, biography, 


musical theory. They arc neither fish 
nor foul. Practically speaking, they 
re almost a new division of litera- 
ure. And they are as yet without a 
general class name. A word that 
vould describe them would be ex- 
remely convenient. 
Perhaps this much needed word will 


ie born as the result of a new con- 
est that a magazine and a publish- 
ng house are jointly putting on. 
lecognizlng the fact that this "eneral 
class of literature is winning great 
•ogue, the magazine editor and the 
'ublisher have decided to offer a prize 
of S7.500 for the best book of this 


d submitted. It will be known as 


he Francis Bscon Award in recogni- 
ioji of the fact that Bacon took "all 
tnowledge as his provinc>." He was 
n his own day something of apopu- 
arizer of abstruse knowledge and 5f 
he were living today he would very 
probably be among those 
who arc 


making this type of literature their 
special field. 


Among the judges will be several 


who have attained great success in 
this kir..: of writing. Hcndrik Wil- 
em Van Loon, author of "The Story 
of Mankind."

The offer is open to anyone who 


cares to enter it. and the field is not 
restricted to any branch of know- 
ledge. The books entered can be on 
art. science, music biography, lang- 
uage, literature, or anything else. The 
prize of 57.500 will be awarded out- 
right, and the book will be serialized 


in the magazine and published in 
book form. 


"One of 
the 
mos. 
significant 


trends in literature of recent years," 
say the sponsors of the award in their 
formal announcement, "has been the 
ever widening audience that has aris- 
en for distinguished and 
authentic 


works of science, history, sociology, 
philosophy, psychology, • and bio- 
graphy. Curiosity about the world in. 
which we live is, apparently, deeper 
and keener than ever before. There 
has been evident an 
insistant 
de- 


mand from the public about the hu- 
manization and clarification of spe- 
cialized knowledge. The Francis Ba- 
con Award has been instituted to fos- 
ter this clearly valuable tendency." 


This new form of literature that is 


in the act of growing up under our 
very eyes is not to be confused with 
mere books that simplify specialized 
branches of knowledge. That \ype of 
book has been with us for a very long 
time, some of the greatest novelitsts 
and poets ofsthe past have taken a 
hand in producing It. Goldsmith did 
that sort of thing and so did Samuel 
Johnson 
and many others. 
They 


•would work up a subject in which they 
hadn't the least personal interest snd 
produce a book artificially, with no 
heart in it. There have been thou- 
sands of these simplifieis—all their 
books of no value except for the mo- 
ment only. 


The new type of literature is not 


like that. It is written by people who 
know all about the subject, who are 
staturated with It. They approach it 
rot as a task but because they love 
it. Hence they produce works of art. 
They make their subjects intelligible 
:o tho aver-'jrc reader. What they 
are producing is in effect a new liter- 
ary form. But as yet it has no name.

America's present divorce rate is

There 
were 40,000 marriages in Chicago last 
year and 8000 divorces. 


There were 80.000 marriages in the

been found that 


while many 
shade 
trees, such 
as 


maple, beech and elm trees soon die in 
fields used for pasturage, the nut trees 
ire not greatly affected. Trees being 
necessary in pasture for shade, it may 
follow that nut trees will be planted 
for shade as well as for their crop. 


The chief difficulty of growing nut 


commercially will still continue to bo 
oeset by various difficulties, farmers 
of this vicinity say. For, as one man 


ointed out, until the city dweller rec- 


ognizes the fact that nuts arc a crop 
ind not sent by heaven for the general 
populace to claim, there will be little 
profit for the land owner. 


"For thirty years," said one man, "1 


have tried without success 
to keep 


•jickory and butternuts for myself and 
friends with whom I choose to share 
them. I have had men and women 
drive in from the back of my prop- 
?rty people whom I never saw in my 
ife, and have had them refuse point- 
blank to leave. I have found wagons 
loaded with nuts from my trees and 
liave stood for abuse from many peo- 
ple. Then too .they seem to believe 
•hat trees growing at the roadside be- 
long to the general public. They would 
not dare cut the tree itself, yet the> 
have no scruples in claiming all thai 
may grow upon it. I have had them 
tell me that all that grows along the 
road is theirs and I have repeated^ 
pointed out that tho farmer pays tax- 
es not only upon roadside land but up- 
on that which extends to the center 
of the road itself.
